the sweep of the w ater powerful. 
W hile som e of the councilm en do 
not feel that th ere Is any great dan* 
g* i 
of children being caught in the 
sew er 
openings, 
and still others advo­ 
cate a liberal use of the carpet beat­ 
er if they persist 
in 
playing where 
su ch danger exists, the chief difficulty 
in placing gratiugs ig that the 
straw , 
sticks and o th er 
debris 
is 
caught 
against them , cau sin g the w ater 
to 
back up instead of entering the catch 
basin. 
At the P io n eer block, where 
at every heavy rain the whole square 
is flooded, the condi ion Is
